SURVEY 

2022 Survey Results 
  

 
Each year Texas Commission on Environmental Quality conducts a survey of Texas 
newspaper printers and publishers to determine their use of recycled newsprint. The 

following results are from calendar year 2022, which were compiled in year 2023. 

Summary of Results 

State law sets the objective for newspaper publishers to meet at least one of two 
recycling goals. In 2022, 14.29 percent of respondents met one objective, and none 

met or exceeded both goals. While respondents did not meet the post-consumer 
recycled content goal in 2022, cumulatively, they have stayed above these goals 

since 1995. Publication respondents cited the inability to obtain sufficient quantities 
of quality recycled newsprint at competitive prices as the main reason they did not 
buy more recycled paper. Respondents also cited the inability to receive 

postconsumer recycled-content newsprint timely.  

Use of Recycled Newsprint 

One goal is for recycled newsprint to comprise 30 percent of total newsprint 
purchased. Recycled newsprint is defined as newsprint containing 25 percent or more 

post-consumer recycled content. Highlights for 2022 include the following: 
 

• Approximately 36.66% (4,312 tons) of newsprint purchased by respondents 
was recycled newsprint.  

• 14.29% of the respondents were able to meet this goal.  

• Since 1995, 38.15% (3.22 million tons) of all newsprint purchased by 
respondents has been recycled newsprint. 

Aggregate Post-Consumer Recycled Content 

The current goal for aggregate post-consumer recycled content in newsprint (i.e., the 

overall percentage of post-consumer recycled content in all newsprint purchased) is 
18 percent. Results for 2022 include the following:  

 
• Approximately 13.41% (1,085 tons) of total newsprint purchased by respondents 

was post-consumer recycled content.  

• None of the respondents met or exceeded this goal. 

• Since 1995, respondents have purchased approximately 2.34 million tons of post-

consumer recycled content (27.73% of all newsprint purchased).
